I^WHE Presidency of Brother HollJngs- 
^^ worth was conspicuously excellent. 
The promise of his membership and 
Vice-Presidency, and of his delightful opusculum 
" W.W anil 82atlttt Qtttna," was generously 
fulfilled on his accession to the Chair. He was, 
indeed, so fortunate and so successful throughout 
his year of office that his Presidency will ever 
be memorable as one of the best known by the 
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General Summary. 1 3 

youth by the incorpoiation of new members. 
And while our society flourishes, its Fiesidents, 
too, having ever- widening scope, may also 
become better and better. Were the Sette itself 
to dwindle and decay — a monstrous impossibility 
—then, indeed, its Presidents, like itself, might 
conceivably fall off, from bad to worse, through 
chaos to an inglorious end. Naturally, an 
original member is not likely to disparage the 
earlier Presidents; they did worthily with the 
scanty materials to their hands; but we had 
small choice of Presidents in those early days, 
and they had few, and those not carefully 
selepted, members to support them. Year by 
year we have increased in numbers, and have 
elected men of higher status and qualification ; 
and out of this larger and better equipped band 
surely we must be able to choose 'better 
Presidents; surely too, they themselves, being 
surrounded and upheld by so many and such 
able Brethren, ought to devise and achieve 
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greater things than their less favoured prede- 
cessors : in other words, they can and should 
prove better Presidents. 

Brother HoUingsworth was uniquely fortunate 
in his opportunities, lighting on such time and 
chance as can fall to the happy lot of but few 
Presidents; and his great praise is, that he 
proved himself equal to the fair occasion, by 
turning these opportunities to such notable 
account. From the first he occupied the 
enviable position of a President with a super- 
abundance of ability, zeal, and good-will at his 
disposal. Never had any preceding chief officer 
of our Sette seen mustered around him so 
goodly an array of men-at-arms— masters of arts, 
of literature, of science — so brave a company 
of highly accomplished Brethren, each one ready, 
even anxious, to distinguish his President and 
do honour to his Sette, by performance of his 
Oddship's behests. It was easy for him, there 
fore, to enlist the strenuous service of some few 
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of the ablest of his colleagues, while still 
holding in reserve many others who, though 
equally loyal and eager to serve, could only 
stand and wait their coming turn. 

Among his greater opportunities two may be 
specially mentioned. By a stroke of the fairest 
good fortune, his own particular friend, our right 
worthy Brother and Stationer^ was elected Lord 
Mayor of London during the year of Brother 
HoUingsworth's Presidency of our famous Sette. 
These coincident dual honours afforded oc- 
casions for mutual courtesies which neither the 
Artificer nor the Stationer was the Brother to 
let slip, nor fail to improve to the utmost* His 
Oddship the President easily prevailed on the 
good-natured, fraternal Lord Mayor, now and 
then to lay aside civic state and fare, and, 
nothing loath, dine again and yet again with 
his old friends and Brothers of the Sette. And 
the Stationer^ too, must needs also remember 
his promise of years ago, and himself play the 
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host to us at his City home. And, certainly, a 
banquet at the Mansion House, seasoned with 
the warmest welcome of, sure, the most genial 
Lord Mayor on the long historic roll of City 
magnates, and followed by a display of the rare 
and precious treasures of that ancient corpora- 
tion, was enough to throw a lustre on any 
Presidency. Sir George R. Tyler, Bart., and 
Brother Hollingsworth were indeed extremely 
lucky, or very clever, in the coincidence of their 
dignities, and the manner in which they so 
harmoniously used them for our benefit. 

Whether Brother Quaritch's farewell exhibi- 
tion of some of his rarest ancient manuscripts, 
and his explanatory address thereon, happened 
by pure accident to fall in Brother HoUings- 
worth's term, or, as one cannot but shrewdly 
suspect, our kindly, thoughtful Librarian de- 
liberately determined to signalize his friend's 
Presidency, and render it for ever illustrious, 
who shall say? In either case his, so-called, 
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final effort was worthy of himself, and of his 
President. He put forth his still undiminished 
powers, to the evident delight of His many 
refined, appreciative hearers, and erected a 
perpetual memorial of the occasion in the 
sumptuous work ^^ ¥ateOSta9j^^^ in which 
he embodied his discourse, illustrated by 
twenty-two reproductions of selected, typical 
manuscripts and illuminations. In the Dedica- 
tion to this handsome book, a copy of which the 
Librarian presented to each Odd Volume, 
its author has for all time associated the 
names of Bernard Quaritch and Alexander T. 
Hollingsworth. 

When an Odd Volume pronounces his 
Farewell ! so charmingly as this, he turns his 
Adieu into Au revoir\ and we can but say — 
" A truce to your last appearances ! Say 
Farewell, again, dear Brother Quaritch; say 
Farewell, over and over again, for years to 



come." 
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Was, then, Brother HoUingsworth's Presi- 
dency one whole year of blue sky and glowing 
sunshine? Imperative truth extorts the reltlc- 
tant admission that one summer's cloud did 
indeed for a brief season mar its otherwise 
perfect serenity — a cloud which, after long over- 
hanging, broke over the Sette at this particular 
time. Thus, even so fortunate a President, 
being mere mortal, had his misfortune: his, 
only by inheritance, not by personal fault; 
and he made the best of it very gracefully, 
bearing himself throughout so impartially and 
courteously that all concerned in the matter 
must have felt that, whoever might be to blame, 
his Oddship remained without reproach, and 
without suspicion of injustice, or even unkindli- 
ness to any. Refraining from entering into the 
merits, or demerits, of the case, it is necessary 
merely to sdy that certain differences of opinion, 
long chronic, eventually became acute, thereby 
causing the retirement of several members. 
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This incident, regrettable as it may have 
been, gives no occasion for malevolent feeling, 
nor harsh words. We had all been fellow 
travellers for some time and distance, cheering, 
amusing, perhaps trying to instruct each other, 
sharing travellers' comforts and discomforts 
together until our ways parted; and now, as 
some of our former companions go on their 
way, and we on ours, catching sight of each 
other at this stage of our respective routes we 
can wave them a genial farewell, and cordially 
wish them as good speed on their way as we 
hope to have on ours. 

But, enough of bygones : 1893-94 was al- 
together a splendid Year; the Guests were 
numerous, and as wise and witty as ever hereto- 
fore ; the Menu illustrations were varied, artful, 
artistic, as their reduced reproductions which 
aid in embellishmg this Year-Boke amply 
testify ; the Papers read, of which a list is given 
later on, were of ideal excellence, although one 
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of them, indeed, an admirable disquisition on

§&SitiZV(i^ by Brother Brodie-Innes, our widely 
accomplished Master of the Rolls^ was of too 
abstruse and erudite a character for publication 
among our Opuscula ; the Gaudy Day was, for 
the first time, doubled — so abundant was the 
store of entertainment that it could not be 
consumed in one evening, however long and 
joyous — and while learning and choice music 
and singing were the fare provided on Brother 
Quaritch's night in December, festivity, free 
and frolicsome, interpreted by the Field-Fisher 
family, enlivened Brother Brodie-Innes' night 
in February, which was graced by the presence 
of the Lord Mayor and Lady Mayoress. 

In anticipation of these two great state 
occasions, the President's still lucky fate had 
with due foresight provided him with a more 
than double allowance, a perfect bevy, of fair 
ladies to share with him on these duplicated 
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Gaudy Days the arduous courtesies of receiving 
and welcoming his crowds of guests. In 
addition to Mrs. Hollingsworth (in herself a 
host as a charming hostess), three or four 
fairest of fair daughters vied with each other in 
kindliest attentions to every individual present 
Given youth, beauty, grace, and overflowing 
good nature on the part of the hostesses, the 
effect must be deliciously felt, and cannot be 
adequately described in the dull, cold words of 
any summary. 

The new members added to the Sette were 
of sterling quality; such Brethren as Richard 
Le Gallienne, T. Ranald Cleaver, Professor 
William Anderson, H. B. Wheatley, and Sir 
Stuart Knill, Bart., would but be depreciated 
by misplaced eulogy from your Historiographer, 

The resignations are duly recorded in their 
proper place ; but one of exceptional importance 
requires particular mention, that of Brother 
Edward F. Wyman, one of the Founders of tba 
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Sette, its first and quite exemplary Secretary, 
and for sixteen years our painstaking Treasurer, 
Every Odd Volume must deplore the retirement 
of so good t Brother, and so valuable an 
officer, and also the unfortunate necessity for a 
resignation even more painful to himself than 
it is to us. 

There is no need to add more here, as the 
President's Valedictory Address is in itself an 
epitome of the year's history, while the principal 
events are more fitly recorded in full detail in 
our usual ^xitt ®$rontCle. It may suffice to 
i-epeat that this is a mere sketch of the story of 
a year of unbroken prosperity and success, in 
which the best traditions of the Sette have been 
faithfully observed, and its reputation maintained 
and enhanced, while at its close the President 
had the crowning satisfaction of inaugurating as 
his successor one excellently qualified to fill the 
office with ability, dignity, and urbanity akin 
to his own. 
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Before laying down his well-worn Odd Volume 
pen, almost certainly for the last time, your 
Historiographer must add that he regards it as 
a pleasurable honour to have compiled the 
Year-Boke which commemorates the auspicious 
rule of so estimable a Member and so ad- 
mirable a President as His Ex-Oddship, Brother 
Alexander Hollingsworth.

to be called to preside for one whole year 
over such a body of worthy, accomplished, 
some even eminent, men as now constitute 
our Sette of Odd Volumes, and to occupy 
a Chair which has been so admirably filled 
by a succession of excellent Presidents, most 
of them here to-night, inspired with a 
generous hope that the new President may, 
as heretofore, surpass his predecessors, that 
so the United Sette, which in the regard of 
every true Odd Volume is more than any 
individual Member, or President, may con- 
tinue to increase in prosperity, in happiness, 
and in good repute. 

The Office of President necessarily becomes 
yearly more and more arduous, exacting from 
the Brother who holds it more time, thought, 
and tact, in the discharge of its increasingly 
multifarious duties, and demanding also in- 
creased consideration and loyal support from 
each of the Brethren over whom he presides. 
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At the very outset of my term of Office I 
beg you to credit me with an earnest desire 
to do my whole duty to every Brother, 
with absolute impartiality, without fear or 
favour, and thus to promote the welfare of 
the entire Sette to the best of my judgment 
and ability. And as I sincerely believe you 
to be animated by the same honourable 
spirit, and to possess the same ardent desire, 
we cannot fail to have a pleasant and 
successful year. Yes, Brethren, my fellow 
Officers, in whom by the best of good fortune 
I am so signally favoured, are with yourselves 
a guarantee for all that is good. In Brother 
Alfred East I feel that I have a Vice- 
President as stanch and true as colleague 
can be. With Brother Conrad Cooke beside 
me, I look with no less confidence on a 
Secretary who will do his work with auto- 
matic regularity, and rival the many efficient 
Secretaries who have preceded hm\ \sv >iD^ 
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exceedingly important post While, with you 
Brethren all around me, I look with the 
same undiminished confidence on you, my 
fellow Members, as a band of Odd Volumes 
as sound and true - hearted as have ever 
composed the Perfect Sette. It is true this 
is but our Spring-time of hope and promise; 
but with honest determination filling our 
hearts we can realize our hopes, can turn 
this great promise into yet greater performance, 
and make the Autumn harvest of our year's 
progress far exceed its Spring expectancy. 
But if, as I said, we can do this, why of 
course we must ; nay. Brethren, we will. 

Brethren and Guests, — We meet to-night 
under somewhat happy auspices; we have 
just completed our fifteenth year, and have 
arrived at an age which for such a Society 
as ours may be deemed respectable, if not 
exactly venerable ; an age of discretion, and 
even of retrospection ; an age at which a 
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properly precocious young fellow begins to 
feel awfully old, and to regard his father 
as a superannuated fogey, and hi' brothers 
of ten and twelve as mere swaddled infants. 

With your permission, I will take just a 
glance back at our history. The existence 
of the Sette may conveniently be divided 
into three quinquennial periods. During 
the first five years it was almost wholly the 
outcome and. embodiment of close personal 
friendship, but was gradually changing its 
composition, as the Httle band of personal 
friends received new Members into the Sette 
fi*om the circles of their friends' friends, 
who in their turn introduced their fiiends 
also into the Brotherhood. At the end 
of this period the Sette numbered twenty- 
one Members, nominally, but really only 
about eighteen. It had grown, and was 
still growing. The second five years showed, 
of course, a much larger proportion of 
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Brethren associated together mainly by the 
bond of Odd Volumeship alone, and the 
Sette grew to thirty-two Members, many of 
them being men of considerable reputation 
in their respective professions and callings. 
The last five years has witnessed a yet fuller 
development of the Sette purely as a Society ; 
that is, by the addition of Members attracted 
£tnd attached to it by the sympathy of a 
common interest in literature, science, art, 
bookrCoUecting, and so forth, and not, so to 
say, by mere personal friendship; so that the 
number of Members is now forty-two, among 
whom are included several men of high 
standing in their several vocations, whom, 
however, it would be invidious to single out 
by name, in their own presence, and in 
that too of other Members equally worthy, 
if not yet quite so celebrated. 

It is a matter of congratulation, further, 
that the Sette, being now fifteen years old. 
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should still see present this evening so 
large a number of those who took part in 
originating and establishing it so long ago. 
In this survival of the fittest we have here 
most of its joint Founders, and among them 
the ono^-facile princeps of the set of men 
who afterwards became the Sette of Odd 
Volumes, Brother Bernard Quaritch — who 
was even then recognized as the worthiest 
to receive the honour of being its first 
President. The fifteen years have passed 
comparatively lightly over him. Time has 
laid his inexorable hand on him, as on all, 
but very gently, taking away, indeed, some 
ot ..IS bodily strength and once exuberant 
energy and activity, but leaving his mental 
powers unimpaired ; and bestowing Time's 
wonted compensations in only mellowing 
the ripe wisdom of his experience, and 
heightening that geniality which has ever 
characterized him. He is as ready to-day 
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to render his due service as Librarian to 
the Sette of Odd Volumes as he was 
fifteen years ago. Long may he continue 
to do so! 

In a word, we have still the original roots, 
the very tap-root too, of the first period, 
and the sturdy vigorous stem of the second 
period, fitly crowned with the abundant foliage 
and luxuriant bloom of the third period, and 
the now commencing fourth, in which we 
boast so many eminent representative men, 
— great artists, who, with consummate skill 
fix the fleeting charms of nature on their 
enduring canvas, perpetuating for us, and 
for after ages, the tender grace, or golden 
glory of the landscape, and the beauty, or 
sublimity of the ever changeful sea; or, who 
carve in imperishable marble, or mould in 
immortal bronze the effigies of our nation's 
heroes, poets, and statesmen ; or great masters 
of physics, who tread the beaten pathways 
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of explored science, pressing forward to 
discover new regions, and themselves, as 
pioneers of science, open up for us paths 
into illimitable Elysian plains as yet untrodden 
and imknown. But, Brethren, while we look 
with pride at the goodly leaves and flowers 
which now adorn this well - grown plant, 
let us not forget the stem on which they 
flourished, nor even the roots from which 
that stem itself sprung. 

To turn to the future : — ^We have in past 
years had many interesting and distinguished 
guests ; and we hope and expect to honour 
and be honoured by many more. It is deeply 
gratifying to hear, from various quarters, of 
men of light and leading who wish to meet 
us at our own table. And, whence this 
desire? Our dinner is of a kind common 
enough in London, and elsewhere. The wioes 
too are stereotyped : of fair enough quality 
here, as a rule, and not of the sort of wine 
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that maketh sad the heart of man at night, 
and his head more sad in the morning. No, 
Brethren, you yourselves are the attraction. 
Our manner of guests are not drawn hither 
by the cook and butler : they want to see 
this Sette of Odd Volumes ; and we must 
strive so to receive and entertain them that 
they may not be disappointed in and by 
us. While doing all honour to them, however, 
I think we should not too much efface our- 
selves, nor entirely leave our guests to interest 
and amuse each other, lest some of them 
should complain, that whereas they came 
to meet and hear Odd Volumes, they met 
and heard chiefly their fellow guests whom 
they were accustomed to meet elsewhere. 
As the host, we ourselves should take a 
reasonable share in the intellectual as well 
as in the social entertainment of our guests. 
For happily we are able to do this, having 
among us some Members of conspicuous 
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ability. Art, for instance, in its less technical 
and contentious aspects, is a welcome theme 
to most of our guests, for they are men 
of culture. As to music and song, have 
we not our Organist^ Brother Bumham 
Homer? The Seer, Brother Manning, in 

his ^^ Hecollectumis tA VitAtxt Houtrtn '^ has 

shown us how biography, treated with a 
lively discursiveness, may delight every hearer. 
And the Mechanick^ Brother Conrad Cooke, 
in his admirable ** Automata, © tt atltl 
l^^to/' and that accomplished scientist, the 
Magnetizer, Brother Silvanus Thompson, in 

his ** Ye ^agicft tSiixxmx of ©ftf f apan '' 

have proved to us that, though science on 
its sterner side may perhaps be too serious 
and exacting for late, after dinner study, 
even science may be so presented as to 
become not merely agreeable, but actually 
fascinating, causing us, like hungry Oliver, 
to ask for more. Both these Brethren well 
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fraternal courtesy, we shall receive more than 
we give, and be happier than we make 
others; and we shall attract and delight 
the noblest and most desirable Guests, and 
make our Sette of Odd Volumes yearly 
more and more prosperous and noteworthy.

qrofi INNER eattai, the toast of 2^ Quan 
g^g fl loyally honoured, and that of Our 
Guests drunk with hospitable wel- 
come, and eloquently responded to by Mr. F. 
CDriscoll, M.P., Brother Todhunter, the retiring 
Secretary, read the Minutes of our last ordinary 
Meeting, that of February 3r^ the March dinner 
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having been, as usual, our business Meeting, 
confined to members only, and the pro- 
ceedings being private. 

The reading of these Minutes virtoaUy ushers 
in the closing acts of the outgoing Pxesident's 
official career, the delivery of his Valedictory 
Address, and the investment of his successor 
with a badge of presidential office. As these 
Addresses duly appear in their proper Year- 
Bokes, it is only necessary here to say that 
this one was fully worthy of Brother Murrell ; 
able and graceful, it was listened to vrith the 
sjrmpathetic attention it so well deserved. 

Having duly said his farewell, his Oddship, 
amidst the tumultuous applause of the Brethren 
and guests, at once installed Brother Alexander 
Thomas Hollingsworth, our Artificer^ in the 
Office and Chair of President of the Sette of 
Odd Volumes, and the mock-solemn Proclama* 
tion formally announcing his accession to that 
honour and dignity was duly read by Brother 
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Doiiglas Gordon! our Remembrancer^ in the 
unavoidable absence of Brother Renton, our 
Herald. The newly inaugurated I^resident.then, 
as his first official act, installed the three 
subordinate Officers of his presidency — ^Brother 
Alfred East, our Landscape Painter^ as Vice* 
President; Brother Conrad W. Cooke, our 
Meehanick^ as Secretary; and Brother Ernest 
Clarke, our Yeoman^ as Master of Ceremonies, 
concerning all of whom it were supererogatory to 
repeat the complimentary speeches of the 
President on inducting them into their respective 
offices, which appear in full in his Inaugural 
Address, and were abundantly justified during 
their year's service. The Vice-President and 
the Secretary having been efiiisively proclaimed, 
the secretarial badge^ a silver pen, attached to 
the coat lappet of the latter, and the distinctive 
Wand of his office handed to the courtly Master 
of Ceremonies, the transposition rites were 
complete, and the old Sette with its new officials 
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was feirly started on its sixteenth year's career 
and history. 

The evening wore on agreeably enough. 
Toasts were deq)ly drunk : the new President 
xm his assuming the Chair, and the late President 
on his vacating it, were honoured with impartial 
alacrity, and with' that honest fervour which 
seizes all Odd Volumes when toasts are in the 
air. His Oddship's Hail i was fitly hopeful and 
cheerful, as became a promissory note; his 
£x-Oddship's Farewell ! appropriately grateful 
and kindly. Rounds of toasts followed, with 
butter in lordly profusion ; everybody was drunk, 
and everything. For only one reply to thece^ 
in some cases, hypercomplimentary toastings 
can space be found, and that because in true 
Odd Volume spirit the self-styled " unfortunate 
and over-worked Secretary", whose appointment 
had only that night been gazetted, having to 
respond for his own Healthy took occasion to 
refer to the admirable work of the outgoing 
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Secretary as follows — ^but here is the ;Minute 
itself: — "The Secretary, in a more or: less 
incoherent speech, said he deeply appreciated 
the honour conferred upon him ; he could only 
look upon his appointment as Secretary with 
considerable alarm, succeeding, as he. had. to 
do, such an Odd Volume as Brother Todhunter, 
whose scholarship and literary genius had con- 
ferred on his contributions to the Minute-book 
an artistic and literary excellence which would 
ever make them valued by the Sette as much as 
any of our treasured Opuscula. Brother. Tod* 
hunter had recorded our Proceedings with the 
quaint antiquity of Herodotus, in the delicious 
English of Addison, or in the masterful, pon* 
derous bluntness of Johnson ; and such a 
Secretary must be a terribly difficult man for his 
successor to foUow.

Minutes must cordially agree. The appointment 
of a fresh Secretary year by year has provided 
for us a constant variety in the character of 
the Minutes, ranging from the strictly business- 
like record to the lightest burlesque descrq)tion 
of our sayings and doings. Dr. Todhunter, our 
Playwright^ whose exceedingly clever dramatic 
works are well known beyond the narrow circle

Volumes, can appreciate delicate wit and 
humour, pure and pleasant to the palate, and 
leaving no bitter, nauseous after-taste.

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In proposing the toast of The Queen, his 
Oddship took occasion to refer in graceful, 
loyal terms to the recent betrothal of the Duke 
of York and the Princess Mary of Teck, and 
drew forth hearty responsive cheers from all 
present. 

Our Guests/ with Dr. Gamett and Dr. 
Ginsberg, having been eulogistically given by 
the President and cordially received and drunk 
by the Brethren and by their fellow guests, Dr. 
Gamett made honourable mention of "a few 
among many odd volumes preserved in the 
British Museum, which are remarkable for 
some special virtue, perfection, or peculiarity, 
rendering them objects of delight to the Li- 
brarian, and of admiration to the public. He 
referred to, among others, the book which has 
the shortest title extant, to the earliest published 
volume which, so far as we know, contains the 
portrait of the author, and to the work which 
is believed to be the first ever issued for 
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gratuitous circulation. He stated, amidst the 
deep sympathy of the Brethren, *'that the 
British Museum did not possess the Ofiuscula 
of the Sette of Odd Volumes, although he had 
lately made an unsuccessful effort to purchase 
for it a complete set of that unique series." 

. By the courtesy of Dr. Gamett, the Histarith 
grapher is able to add some fuller particulars 
of the three« books mentioned in the preceding 
paragraph, the interest of which will be appre- 
ciated by the BrethreiL Dr. Gamett says : — 
"The book with the shortest title is IVireker^ 
Speculum Stultorum^ printed about 1490. It '\& 
to be observed that this character only applies 
to it as respects its rank among early books, 
printed when title pages were the exception 
rather than the rule, for no doubt many books 
have been printed since where the title has 
been comprised within a single word. The 
earliest printed book at present known to 
contain a portrait of the author is AttavantCs 
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Quadragesimale^ Milan, 1479. '^^ ^^ book 
that has hitherto been pointed out as printed 
for gratuitous circulation is Informatio de 
genealogia beatissime virginis Barbare. Fecit 
impritnere Raymundus Cardinalis Gurcen^ ut 
distribuat gratis diversis personis et ecclesiis 
quidus dedit reliquias, Johan Schoffer, Mentz, 

1503" 

Dr. Ginsberg gave an amusing account of an 
adventure he had some years ago at Sotheby's, 
where he purchased a perfectly unique edition 
of the German Bible published in 1480, which 
all the bibliographers tell us was never com- 
pleted. Although prepared to give ;;^i5o for 
this treasure, it was knocked down to him for 
jQ2y and that in the presence of the best known 
book-buyers. 

Brothers Silvanus Thompson and Manning, 
in kind and flattering words, proposed and 
seconded a vote of thanks to the Mechanick for

xxix, pres^ited by him to the Sette at the 
March meetuig, and, it is needless to say, this 
vote to Brother Conrad Cooke, our highly 
popular Secretary, was passed with acclamations 
loud and long, the book itself being indeed 
exceptionally good and interesting. 

Yet another vote, this time of hearty con> 
gratulation to Brother Henry Moore on his 
election the day before to the full honours of 
the Royal Academy of Arts, was next proposed 
by the President, carried vociferously, and duly 
forwarded by letter to our worthy Andent 
Mariner. 

His Oddship then announced that three 
of our Brethren had received the honour of 
appointment by the Royal Commission to 
represent this country at the International 
Exhibition at Chicago, viz. : Brother Conrad 
Cooke, to represent the Royal Commission in the 
Electrical Section, and to act as Judge therein ; 
Brother Silvanus Thompson, to represent, not 
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only this country at the International Congress 
at Chicago, but also the British Government in 
the Educational Congress ; and, lastly, Brother 
Francis Elgar, late Director of Her Majesty's 
Dockyards, to represent the Institute of Naval 
Architecture at the Engineering Congress and 
act as Judge therein. These appointments, 
conferred on no fewer than three members of 
our comparatively small brotherhood, were re- 
garded as highly complimentary to the whole 

Sette; and its Oiject : (iCmtbtbtalttB anil 

Wtttttal aimiiratum was perceptibly promoted 
by his Oddship's announcement of them, and 
many warm congratulations were showered on 
the chosen three. 

Brother Marcus Huish^ our Arts-man^ re- 
plying to a kindly enquiry by the President as 
to the probability of his printing a paper he had 
read to the Sette some months previously, 
explained with due apologies that he had 
unfortunately lost or destroyed his MS., but he 
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promised shortly to read another paper specially 
adapted for production as an Opusculum. 

The Librarian^ Brother Quaritch, next called 
the attention of the Sette to an unprecedented 
piece of journalistic enterprise, the gigantic 
double number of Engineering for April 21st, 
produced by the President in conjunction with 
the Editors and staff of that paper. This huge 
newspaper, weighing above 3^ lbs., contained 
more than 320 pages of letterpress, amidst which 
were interspersed an immense number of illus- 
trations of the buildings, grounds, and exhibits 
of the World's Fair at Chicago, and of the 
contours, machinery, and fittings of the fine 
Cunard steamships "Campania" and "Lucania." 
His Oddship returned suitable thanks for the 
pleasant compliments paid to the staff of 
Engineering and himself. 

The long and varied prologue ended, the 
Organist read his paper, Ittfe aitll iliSlOtft0 VA 
Bt. ame, 17X0 to 1778* Brother Homer's 
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literary and elocutionary gifts rival his musical 
knowledge and skill, and the interest and 
pleasure of his discourse, excellent as it was in 
itself were heightened by vocal illustrations 
charmingly rendered by Mr. F. Adams. The 
President having felicitously expressed the cor- 
dial thanks of the Sette to the lecturer and 
singer, Dr. Mackenzie, in a speech highly 
eulogistic of our Organisty added those of the 
guests, including himself, ''for an admirable 
paper, which," he said, " had the rare merit of 
being impartial" Brothers Quaritch and Alfred 
East proposed and seconded, and Brothers £. 
F. Wyman and W. Mort Thompson supported, 
and the Brethren eagerly carried a resolution 
that the address should be issued as an 
Opusculum^ and it now forms No. xxxi of our 
series. 

The Arts-man informed his Oddship that he 
had just received a paper from Hong Kong 
which reported the first meeting there of a 
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Sette of Odd Volumes. Such flattery is indeed 
sincere. 

Brother Alfred East, giving, as Vice-President, 
the toast of his Oddship's health, congratulated 
the President on his brilliant first night's suc- 
cess, from which he drew the happiest auguries, 
and hoped he might through his official year 
preside over many Meetings of our Sette, in 
which the sister Arts — Literature, Painting, and 
Music, with Science, too, — in turn claim our 
attention.

CHAPTER III. 

Friday^ June 2nd^ 1893. The 155^ Meeting 

of the Sette, 

|HIL£ at dinner, the President having 
taken wine with the Brethren and 
Guests, as usual, and the toast, Her 
Majesty the Queen having been drunk with 
the ever exuberant loyalty of Odd Volumes, 
Brother Henry Moore, R.A., and our Ancient 
Mariner to boot, returned grateful thanks to 
the Sette for their kindly congratulations on 
his newly received honours, saying how 
highly he valued this expression of brotherly 
regard and true friendship, and that he 
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should ever treasure the letter of Brother 
Conrad Cooke which conveyed it to him. 

From among a large number of distinguished 
guests, his Oddship selected Mr. R. Day, High 
Sheriff of Cork, and Mr. Richard Le Gallienne, 
to reply to the customary toast. The former, 
in a speech full of fun and banter, racy of 
Irish wit and humour, made full proof that 
the blarney stone has not yet crumbled away ; 
and Mr., now happily Brother, Le Gallienne, 
spoke with all the delicate charm of his literary 
productions, and thereby showed himself well 
worthy to be enrolled in the ranks of the 
Odd Volumes. 

In the absence of Brother Conrad Cooke, 
Official Secretary, on duty at Chicago, the 
Minutes were read by a most efficient sub- 
stitute, Brother Walter Hamilton, as one to the 
manner bom, who proved himself an admirable 
understudy of an Odd Volume Secretary. 

The interest of the evening centred in An 
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which the Librarian^ Brother Quaritch, exhi- 
bited and chatted on. These consisted of 
eleven truly curious works, some of them 
excessively rare, all of them notable in some 
special respect. Our Chronicle would ceas^ 
to be Brief were it even to enumerate the 
titles, and indicate the salient points of 
interest of these eleven volumes of so 
varied a character as to include the first 
Romance of Chivalry, printed in Spam, 1490 ; 
First edition of Cocker's Arithmetic, 1678 ; 
the far-famed "Columbus" letter, 1493; the 
exceedingly rare " Scourge of Folly," by John 
Davies, of Hereford, 1610; and two curious 
and scarce volumes, from China and Japaii 
respectively. One book, Makkari^ a history 
of the Mohammedan Dynasties in Spain, 
1840, derived unique interest from the presence 
among us of its venerable translator, it being 
now more than fifty years since Don Pascual 
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de Gajrangos translated into English the 
portion of Al-Makkari's Arabic history which 
relates to these dynasties in Spain. The 
OUa Podrida of remarkable and valuable 
books, with Brother Quaritch's descriptive and 
explanatory discourse thereon, proved fare 
very agreeable to the tastes of the whole 
company, and the vote of thanks to our 
Librarian for introducing us to a set of 
Odd Volumes older than our own Sette, 
proposed by the President and seconded hy 
the Historiographer^ was carried with bound* 
less enthusiasm, as was meet. 

Brother Alderman Tyler, our Stationer^ 
unoppressed as yet by the dignities of Lord- 
Mayoralty, in his own inimitably genial way 
gave the President's health, and his Oddship 
not to be outdone in an3^hing, promptly 
retaliated by drinking his old friend Brother 
Tyler's health, and so brought a rare good 
evening to a worthy close.

S^^EING chiefly a business Meetii^, with 
g^fli no guests present, the proceedings to 
be chronicled were brief, though, as 
it will be seen, of unusual interest 

The President took wine with the Brethren, 
the loyal toast was drunk, the Minutes of the 
June Meeting, written by Brother Walter 
Hamilton, acting for the then absent Secretary, 
were also read by the same obliging Brother, 
and, after receiving the customary confirmation 
by the Members present, were in due course 
signed by his Oddship, all in our ordinary

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His Oddship then, with an air of joyous satis- 
faction announced that on the preceding day our 
trusty and well-beloved Brother, G. R. Tyler, 
had been unanimously elected Lord Mayor of 
the City of London for the coming civic year 
(raptyrous applause), and in offering him our 
heartiest congratulations, and proposing the 
toast of the health of the Lord Mayor elect, he 
would also include Mrs. Tyler (yet more 
rapturous applause), who, he knew, would 
perform the arduous duties of Lady Mayoress 
with becoming grace and dignity. In his 
feeling response to the toast just drunk, Brother 
Tyler greatly thanked the Brethren, many of 
them old and tried friends, for the kindly 
cordiality of the compliment they had paid him, 
and ended a very warm-hearted speech by 
stating that it was his intention, as it would be 
his greatest pleasure, to entertain the entire 
Sette at dinner at the Mansion House during 
his Mayoralty. It need scarcely be said that 
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this pre-intimation of civic hospitalities, the 
promise of good things to come, couched in 
such fraternally kind words, fairly brought the 
Sette down, and — but we must positively fall 
back on the very words of the Secretary, whose 
record runs as follows : — "At this announcement 
there was great applause ; the corners of the 
mouth of the Antiquary showed visible signs of 
moisture \ the Magnetizer seemed to appreciate 
the prospect of extending his researches to the 
magnates of the City \ his Oddship made turtle 
eyes at the Brethren ; and the Secretary takes 
this opportunity of accepting with much pleasure 
and many thanks the kind invitation di the 
Lord Mayor elect." 

Then a message of condolence with Brother 
Henry Moore on the recent deaths of his two 
brothers, Mr. Edwin Moore and Mr. Albert 
Moore, was proposed by Brother Silvanus 
Thompson and carried unanimously. This 
assurance of our sympathy with Brother Henry 
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Moore, under his two-fold bereavement, wa 
duly conveyed to him in a suitable letter by th 
Secretary, and feelingly acknowleged by him. 

Brothers Quaritch and Venables referred t 
the final retirement from the Sette of Brothe 
Renton, our Herald^ one of the founders of th 
Sette, who had sent in his resignation early i 
1892, but at the request of the Brethren ha 
retained an honorary membership until ther 
and in appropriately complimentary terms dwe! 
on the services Brother Renton had rendere 
the Sette during many years. In accordanc 
with a resolution passed unanimously, a lette 
expressive of the appreciation, sympathy, an 
good wishes of the Sette was sent to Brothe 
Renton, to which he returned a graceful reply. 

The meeting then resolved itself into 
Special Meeting, of which formal notice ha 
been given, for the discussion of esoteric a£faii 
of the Sette, to which it is not necessary nc 
expedient to make further reference.

CHAPTER V. 

Friday, Novtmber 3rd. The \^ith Meeting 

of the i^tle. 

I^^UR November dinner, the first open 
|gj^ Meeting of the Sette after our extra 
long vacation, brought together a laige 
assemblage of Brethren, nuuif of whom had 
been so intent on hospitable thoughts that the 
guests were equally numerous, and Bnsther 
Wilsey Martin, our Laureate, is to be con- 
gratulated on having so lai^ and appreciative 
an audience to listen with much guito to his 
entertaining paper on ®ut ^0001. 
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At a short and private preliminary meeting 
of Members the resignations of two Brethren, 
the Necromancer and the Vagabond^ were re- 
gretfully accepted ; and the President formally 
received and cordially welcomed into the fra- 
ternity of the Sette Mr. Richard Le Gallienne, 
who had been elected at the October meeting, 
and now assumed the all too humble title of 
Rhymer. 

Dinner, wine with his Oddship, and The 
Queen were duly followed by the Minutes, read 
as usual by the Secretary himself, as heretofore. 
Mr. Fletcher Moulton, Q.C., and Mr. L. F. 
Austin in two very amusing speeches responded 
to Our Guests^ proposed by the President. 
His Oddship next gave the health of the new 
Brother, Richard Le Gallienne, our Rhymer^ 
and remarked that the grace, elegance, and 
depth of thought displayed in his verse, and his 
high and growing reputation, made him a most 
desirable Brother to be numbered in the Sette. 
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To this our young, new Brother returned a very 
modest, affecting reply, full of tender, gracious 
feeling, which made him on the spot one with, 
as well as of, the Sette.

XXX, is so excellent an Opusculutn^ at once of 
scientific value and of popular interest, that 
when his Oddship rose to offer Brother Silvanus 
Thompson our cordial thanks for the charming 
little book he had given us, he was stoutly 
seconded by Brother Quaritch, and the resolu- 
tion carried itself, and with acclamation too. 
The Magnetizer^ after paying his thanks for so 
hearty a reception of himself and his work by 
his Brethren, embraced the favourable oppor- 
tunity to propose as a candidate for admission 
into the Sette, Mr. H. B. Wheatley, of Pepysian 
fame, who was promptly seconded by Brother 
James Robert Brown, and further recommended 
to our regard by Brothers Quaritch and Ernest 
Clarke. 
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Brother Wilsey Martin then read his discourse 
on ®ur ^0010, which, with additions and 
enlargements, is now issued as Opuscuhtm xxadi. 
Reserving much for the greater leisure available 
for the future reading of his opuscule, our 
Laureate^ by a judicious selection of character- 
istic extracts from his manuscript, attained 
that brevity which is, as in this instance, the 
soul of wit, and in some others the best 
compensation for its absence, and so gave us ai 
short, crisp reading, abounding in mirthful 
fancies and verbal pleasantries, evoking on all 
sides hearty laughter and loud applause. The 
President proposed a vote of cheerful thanks, 
which the Historiographer seconded more 
suo^ and the Sette signified their single- 
minded acquiescence thereof in their usual 
manner. 

Mr. Fletcher Moulton next rose to propose 
the health of the President, which he did in a 
titillating speech, brimful of hilarious fun, and 
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thus yet further heightened the gaiety of the 
party. 

We pass by a short, abrupt step from gay to 
grave; to the death of our Ex-Brother, L. C. 
Henley, who was a Member of the Sette in its 
earlier day, and to whom it is indebted for the 
admirable Cartouche still continuously repro- 
duced in our Booklet of Members, Rules, 
Bibliography, etc., and also for a portrait 
picture of the Sette in 1880, which, too, was 
skilfully reproduced by Brother Charles Wyman, 
our Typographer^ who presented a copy to each 
member. The orginal itself also, it may here 
be mentioned, was recently given to the Sette 
by Brother Quaritch, to whom it had been 
presented by the Brethren at the time of its 
execution. Although the late Louis Henley's 
connexion with the Odd Volumes had ter- 
minated more than twelve years back, his 
comparatively early death was a shock to many 
of the Sette, and when Brother Edward Wyman 
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and Brother Haitd, in very sympathetic words 
proposed and seconded a vote of condolence 
with Mrs. Henley, a few of the older Members 
thought with saddened remembrance of the 
clever, accomplished artist and singularly ami- 
able and lovable gentleman, who was their 
brother Odd Volume fifteen years before. The 
letter of condolence expressed the sincere 
sentiment of the whole Sette. 
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CHAPTER VI. 

Friday, December is/. The 158M Meeting 

of the Sette. 

[F brilliancy can fitly be predicated of a 
night, this was a brilliant night; at 
all events it was a splendid evening. 
Brethren and Guests, nearly three score in 
number, assembled; at the pre-prandial re- 
ception authors, artists, wits, and humourists 
jostled each Brother at every turn ; and — I may 
not anticipate. 

Quoting the Minutes : — "His Oddship having 
toasted Her Majesty The Queen^ and the 
Brethren and Guests, with that loyalty which 
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makes them ever ready for a drink, having done 
the same, the Secretary, at the command of 
his Oddship, read the Minutes of November 
3rd, and as the Brethren found no cause to 
correct the Secretary^ he was able to resume 
his seat, an operation which he otherwise might 
have found inconvenient to perform." 

The next toast given by the President was 
that of The Right Hon. the Lard Mayor, 
Brother Tyler having made opportunity to 
appear in semi-civic state at the first dinner 
of the Sette after his installation as chief 
magistrate of the City of London some three 
weeks previously, which, as his Oddship ob- 
served, involved his sacrificing to reunion with 
his Brethren of the Sette of Odd Volumes one 
of the few and precious private evenings which 
fall to the lot of a Lord Mayor during his 
term of office. When our universally popular 
Stationer rose to reply, his enthusiastic reception 
and welcome among us must have abundantly 
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compensated him for the loss of an evening's 
domestic repose, and it certainly inspired him 
to excel even his ever good-natured self in the 
warmth of his kindly expression of esteem and 
regard for ''his old friend, Brother Hollings- 
worth," and his many other faithful friends in 
the Sette. He added, that although he should 
necessarily be unable to appear very often at 
our monthly dinners during the coming year» 
he hoped to see every one of the Brethren 
present at the dinner at the Mansion House to 
which he had invited the Sette. The storm of 
applause having somewhat abated its vehemence, 
Brothers Venables and Brown proposed and 
seconded a resolution^ at once carried, that 
Rule 13, enforcing r^ular attendance of 
Members at our Meetings, should not apply 
to Brother Tyler during the period of his 
Mayoralty. 

Mr. Haden Corser and Mr. A. £. Fletcher 
responded to Our Guests with so much elo<\ueace 
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and tact as to elicit unusually prolonged and 
vigorous expressions of satisfaction* 

Brother W. Mort Thompson, Historiographer^ 
and Brother Silvanus P. Thompson, Magneiizer^ 
proposed and seconded a hearty vote of thanks 
to Brother G. C. Hait^ Art Critic^ and Brother 
W. Manning, Seer^ respectively President and 
Secretary for 1891-92, for their capital Year- 
Boke for that year, being Year-Boke No. IV. 
To this vote all the Brothers agreed most 
fraternally, and the two Brothers, the Art Critic 
and the Seer^ duly returned their thanks in turn. 

The President then called upon Brother

CHAPTER VII. 

Friday^ January \2th^ 1894. The it^'^th 
Meeting of the Sette, 

IhIPS, old and new, is a truly 
national subject, one of deep interest 
to all intelligent, patriotic Britons 
from very boyhood to oldest eld; and who 
fitter to deal with it in its widest scope, or 
minutest details than Dr. Francis Elgar, our 
Shipwright^ at once professor of the theory, and 
exceptionally efficient in the art and practice of 
of shipbuilding? A memorably distinguished 
company assembled, accordingly, and rendered 
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this, too, one of the red-letter nights of the 
Sette, and a worthy successor to our December 
meeting. 

We dined. After Wine and The Queen had 
been honoured in the observance, and the 
Minutes read, the Guests were biographically 
introduced, and warmly toasted, the co-respon- 
dents in this case being Sir Edward J. Reed, 
K.CB., M.P., an old friend among us, and Sir 
Benjamin Baker, K.C.M.G., now with u& for 
the first time, to prove a most agreeable, 
welcome guest. Each made a speech that 
would itself have made an evening. Sir Edward 
Reed spoke in almost too flattering terms of 
our blushfully modest Society, and in hearty, 
generous praise of our excellent Shipwright^ as 
of high standing in the profession to which they 
both belonged, "for there is," said he, "no 
more accomplished nor skilful naval architect 
living than Dr. Elgar, nor one held in higher 
esteem by his colleagues in the profession." 
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Sir Benjamin Baker followed in similar strain, 
paying equally delicious compliments to our- 
selves and our Shipwright^ and carried off as 
high oratorical honours as Sir Edward himself 
had done. 

Brother Elgar then read his paper, Sb^XfiSi^ 
®nK Etttf JSr^to, now numbered as our Opus- 
culum xxxiii. The discourse was effectively 
illustrated by a large collection of old, some 
scarce, works on shipping and naval architecture 
contributed by our Librarian^ Brother Quaritch, 
whose inexhaustible stores seem ever^ open to 
the requirements of the Sette, and to range over 
every subject it may occur to any Odd Volume 
to treat of; so that the Sette may pride itself 
on the potential possession of the greatest and 
most comprehensive private library in the world. 

A synopsis of a paper subsequently issued as 
one of those Odd Volume Opuscula^ which 
posterity, if wise, will not willingly let die, 
would be quite superfluous. Suffice it to say. 
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it traced the art of shipbuilding from its rudest 
banning in the formation of the primitive 
boat, or canoe, out of the trunk of a tree 
roughly hollowed and shaped, through succes- 
sive stages, down to the floating palaces and 
fortresses oT latest construction. The lecture 
was heard with profound attention (interrupted 
only by occasional irrepressible applause), was 
greeted with expressions of admiration which 
were enthusiastic enough to cause our unas- 
suming Brother much ear-tingling, and was 
followed by a wholly laudatory discussion, in 
which Mr. James Dunn (a Chief Constructor 
of the Royal Navy), Mr. Benjamin Martell

and others took part, and vied with each other 
in unstinted praise of the Shipwright and his 
SSipJSJ^ ©Kl anil N?to* A full-flavoured vote 
of thanks to Brother Elgar, moved by the 
President, and seconded by the Alchymist^ 
Brother James Roberts Brown, went with re- 
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sonant acclaims, and, to quote Brother Conrad 
Cooke's Minute, '' Brother Elgar (who, as our 
naval Member, might be called ' Brother 
Umbilicus') in acknowledging the vote said 
he was much gratified at the way in which his 
paper had been received," etc, etc. 

The Vice-President, Brother Alfred East, 
proposed, and Mr. William Wilde, in a very 
witty speech, supported the toast of The Presi- 
dent^ and his Oddship, thanking the Brethren 
and Guests for their cordial greeting, offered 
our hearty thanks to our Art Critic^ Brother 
Hait^, for the very appropriate drawings with 
which he had illustrated the Menu. These also 
were confirmed with applausive cheers, and 
finally we dispersed, well satisfied with our- 
selves, our President, our Brethren, especially 
our Shipwright^ our Guests, our whole evening.

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CHAPTER VIII. 

I^rtday, February 2nd^ 1894. The 160th 
Meeting of the Sette, 

]UR good President and the Sette having 
achieved such gratifying success in 
their last two meetings, seem to have 
felt it incumbent on them not to fall one

^t the high level of excellence then attained, 
or mount yet higher: it is so mortifying, 
difficult, ungainly, literally degrading to climb 
down, even to glissade down.

possible, Excelsior/ If impossible, all the same : 
Excelsior/ And so, at this the last open 
meeting under Brother Hollingsworth, our 
festal year ended in a blaze of triumph. As 
will presently be seen, a predominantly literary 
character was the special feature of this sym- 
posium. 

His Oddship took his last official Wine with 
the Brethren and Guests, for we entertain 
no guests at the March dinner, gave his (2ueen 
with undiminished fervour of loyalty, the 
Mhiutes of the preceeding meeting were duly 
read, confirmed, and signed by the President, 
the Brethren introduced their Guests with an 
elaboration of eulogy worthy of the worthiest 
of them, and the President, toasting them, 
called upon two out of the considerable number 
of distinguished visitors present, Mr. Henniker 
Heaton, M.P., of postal reform and improvement 
celebrity, and Sir Benjamin Richardson, of 
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renown as a sanitary scientist, to reply to the 
same. These gentlemen fully maintamed the 
high standard of agreeable eloquence which 
has almost invariably characterized the post- 
prandial speeches of our visitors. 

So pleasant, indeed, did the* exchange of 
dehcious compliments between miitually-admi- 
rative hosts and guests prove, that his Oddship, 
looking ruefully round on the many mute, 
inglorious Ciceros who were present, conceived 
the Ivtppy thought of creating for us an oppor- 
tuni^ of hearing at least some of them. 
Turning to the Historiographer^ who happened 
to sit next to him, he said that, moved by 
shame and pity at seeing so many whom we 
should delight to hear, still sitting silent, he 
had devised a way to draw forth two more 
guest speeches. ''I will," said he solemnly, 
*' I will have them on Toast : you must 
propose the toast of Literature, with the names 
of Mr. Arthur A'Beckett and Mr. Zangwill."

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To hear the President being to obey his always 
agreeable orders, the Historiographer promptly 
put his Oddship's happy thought into some 
unhappy words of his own. Mr. A'Beckett, in 
a charming reply made graceful allusion to 
Punchy the ever genial and juvenile immortal, 
with which his father, brother, and he himself, 
had been so long connected, and apt references 
to the New Humour and the Old, and to the 
just then much mooted question of three 
volume novels ? two ? or only one odd volumes ? 
Mr. Zangwill, in his turn, afforded us much 
pleasure and amusement by a succession of 
mirth-moving jests and anecdotes, one of which 
must, even at some sacrifice of brevity in 
this night's Chronicle, be extracted from the 
Minutes. It was introduced apropos to Jewish 
humour, and is taken from the Talmud. The 
Secretary shall tell it in his own words: " Once 
upon a time King Solomon, who understood 
the language of all animals, overheard a butter- 
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fly and his mate talking. They were perched 
upon the top of the golden dome of the 
T^nple, and the husband said, 'I have but 
to stamp my foot and the whole building will 
collapse.' King Solomon, annoyed at his 
impudence, caught hold of him, and asked 
him what he meant by talking such nonsense. 
The butterfly turned pale with fright, and said, 
'I only did it to impress the missis ! ' Solomon 
told him not to do it again, and let him go. 
On returning to his mate, she said, 'What 
did King Solomon say? ' ' Oh,' said the butter- 
fly, * he begged me not to do it.' " During Mr. 
Zangwill's entire speech, the company were 
held in the spell of ''laughter holding both 
his sides." 

In due course. Brother Ernest. Clarke, our 
Yeontan^ proceeded to read his carefully pre- 
pared discourse, entitled ^^ S^Ulrm; VZStttent m 
l^lt^fianlrrs/' which was received with grati- 
fying attention, alternated with encouraging

cheers of approval, by a singularly appreciative 
audience. As this closely studied and Critical 
paper will shortly appear in print, revised and 
expanded, as OP^sculum xxxiv, it is not neces- 
sary to attempt to epitomize its contents. It 
was admirably written, and effectively read, 
Brother Ernest Clarke possessing a clear, dis- 
tinct voice, an excellent thing in a Yeofnan 
who has to read a paper in a spacious room. 
Speaking as a Guest, Sir Benjamin Richardson 
expressed his great satisfaction, declaring " he 
had never listened to a paper which more 
completely carried him away," and this, the 
Secretary says, he proved by staying to the 
end j while Mr. Russell Gamier, who followed, 
was equally eulogistic, and, giving a review 
of its conclusions on a vexed question of 
ai^thorship discussed in it, went so generously 
far as to admit that his own opinion in favour 
of Sir Anthony Fitzherbert being the author of 
A New Tracte or Treatyse most profitabk for 
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> — 
all Husbandmen^ and very fruitfuUfor all other 
Persons to Rede^ London^ 15239 which he had 
formed on satisfactory grounds, had been quite 
altered by Mr. Clarke's thorough research, and 
he could but agree with him in ascribing the 
authorship rather to Sir Anthony's brother, 
John Fitzherbert He concluded by thanking 
the Yeoman for a highly valuable contribution 
to agricultural literature. 

The President then proposed a very cordial 
vote of thanks to Brother Clarke, which the 
Historiographer seconded in few and vague 
words, being unwilling to expose his ignorance, 
and frankly admitting that he was a husbandman 
only in the marital or domestic sense, and no 
farmer, the only com in which he was really 
interested being of a pedestrial, not an agri- 
cultural character. Brother Paul Bevan, our 
ever ready Ready Reckoner^ rose, and insisted 
that such a vote, on such a paper, demanded at 
least a thirder, or second seconder, which he 
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volunteered to be. He even yet could not see^ 
however, that Sir Anthony, though an eminent 
lawyer, might not have been the author of the 
TfMcU, for, granting he was not a country 
gentleman, as his brother was, it was in 
evidence that he had gone into Gray's Inn. 
After this sally there was clearly nothing for it 
but to pass the vote in the most acclamatory 
manner conceivable. Brother Clarke returned 
his heartfelt thanks for the honour and grati- 
fication conferred upon him. It will be seen 
that this meeting showed no trace of agricul- 
tural, or any other depression, but displayed 
an unflagging cheerfulness throughout. 

Brother Silvanus Thompson, in one of the 
neatest and pleasantest of his always neat and 
pleasant speeches, then, with much humour, 
returned thanks, in the name of the Sette, 
ta Brother Wilfrid Ball, our Painter Etcher^ 
for the quaint designs with which he had 
embellished the evening's Menu^ and especially 
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for the portrait of the Yeeman^ a veritable 
masterpiece. 

The Health of the President, genially pro* 
posed by Mr. Andrew Williams, and heartsomdy 
acknowledged by his Oddship, who wound up 
a very admirable speech by giving the Health 
of the other Officers of the Sette, which was 
responded to by the Vice-President, Brother 
Alfred East, our Landscape Painter^ in appro- 
priately picturesque language, brought our 
much tojoyed bucolic evening to a late close. 

Brother Hollingsworth may now, therefore, 
be congratulated on having maintained the 
high quality of our Meetings, and of the 
Guests who honoured and pleasured us by 
their presence throughout his complete year 
of office, to the very last open meeting, with its 
numerous distinguished and delightful Guest& 
One more quotation, — " The Secretary is now 
in extremis. Already he hears the passing belL 
He bids ypu all an affectionate fiarewell, and 
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gives you his blessing; his time is at hand, 
for he has come to his last minute." But, none 
said Amen I for he had been a good Secretary, 
and we would willingly have had many more 
last Minutes of him. 



It is no breach of confidence, no betraj^l 
of the more or less awful, open secrets of the 
business Meeting of the Brethren, held on 
Friday^ March %ndj 1894, the i6isf Meetings 
to state that the assured progress of the Sette 
in the paths of peace and prosperity trodden, 
and so, beaten, by them during the year 
1893-94, was firmly secured to them at this 
Meeting by the election to office for the en- 
suing year of four Brethren whose names were 
a sterling guarantee, not merely for administra- 
tive ability, but for everything good, honourable^ 
and courteous in the government of the Sette 
in 1894-95. Alexander the Great, we are told, 
being asked, when dying, whom he wished to 
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succeed him, very properly replied, "The 
worthiest ;" and as a similar sentiment animated 
his retiring Oddship^ Brother Alexander Hoi- 
lingsworth, whom we may call, for distinction, 
Alexander the Greater, it was a matter of ardent 
satisfaction to him to welcome as his successor 
his valued, long-standing friend, Brother Elgar, 
in whose Presidency the continuity of all that 
was so pleasant and successful in his own rule 
was well provided for.

Brethren or the Sette of Odd Volumes : 

HE swiftly-sped year of my Presidency 

closes. Yesterday, as it were, I read 

my Inaugural Address, t(hday I read 

my Valedictory one. Brevity is the soul of 

leave-taking ; I will be brief. I can vacate my 

Chair cheerfully enough, for it is to be filled 
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by my good friend, our Brother Elgar. And, 
for myself, I am bidding farewell to an office 
only, not to the Sette. Presidents may come, 
and Presidents must go, but the Sette goes on 
for ever. Ceasing to be your President, I hope 
long to remain your faithful Artificer. 

If in my office I have done the Sette any 
service, no more of that, save to thank and 
congratulate you for it — a good Sette makes a 
good President ; and it is to your stimulus and 
help I owe it that I have to-night to utter 
benedictory valedictory words — a cheerful swan- 
song, not a distressful dirge. 

I have to offer my hearty thanks to the 
Members generally for constant, zealous sup- 
port, and to my fellow officers especially, for 
their ~ invaluable aid in carrying on our Odd 
Volume business. Our Vice-President, Brother 
East, has been with us in heart and spirit at 
every meeting, and although his bodily presence 
has unfortunately too often been conspicuous 
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only by its absence, this has not once been his 
fault, merely his misfortune, which no one has 
i^ctgretted so deeply as our Landscape Painter 
himsdf. Had he been a bird, his two places 
would both have been fiUed. His excuse is 
itself an honour: he was about his proper 
business, the noble, but rigidly exacting business 
of art While he was absent, creating his im- 
mortal works, our small Sette missed him 
much; but had he been present, the great 
art world had missed him more, and might 
reasonably have complained that he gave up to 
a Sette what was meant for mankind. 

Our Secretary, Brother Conrad Cooke, has 
been nearly always with us, with his charming 
monthly Minutes, ever full of quaint fun and 
genial jest — Minutes of golden humour en- 
crusted with sparkling gems of wit. But 
besides this, no Secretary has ever executed the 
more arduous .functions of his office more satis- 
factorily than our Mechanick^ Brother Conrad 
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Cooke. To him — a veritable O. V. P^jasos — 
to soar aloft in mirth-evokiiig Minutes was easy 
enough ; but to fold his wings and plod oa in 
the ruts of mere clerical drudgery^ this — ^this 
demanded that infinite capacity for painstaking 
which constitutes true genius. 

Our YcomoHy Brother Clarke, has naturally 
done yeoman's service in his office of Master 
of Ceremonies, which he has invested with an 
air of courtly authority all his own, so blending 
an awe-inspiring dignity with a jovial suavity 
that the objects of his polite attentions, while 
they secretly trembled at his awful dignity, 
openly chuckled at his good-natured jollity. 
My fallacious memory recalls some lines which 
I seem to have read somewhere : — 

I see the worthy Yeoman yet. 
His double chin, his portly size, 
And who that knew him could forget 
The humorous twinkles in his eyes. 

Thus wise and merry may our Yeoman ong 
flourish among us. 
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Turning to those lasting memorials of our 
year's prosperity, the Opuscula^ I have to 
roister high — if not spring tides. 

Brother Homer, our Organist^ who combines 
a fine musical faculty with great literary skill, gave 
us in May a capital paper on ^^ W^t ILtf^ Etltf 
SIStOtfol Of IBr. Etne/^ which was received 
with cordial approval by Dr. Mackenzie and 
other guests of recognised authority in matters 
musical. Sympathetic and appreciative, critical, 
but not captious, it gave free, judicious praise, 
unvitiated by indiscriminate flattery. 

In November, Brother Wilsey Martin, our 
Laureate^ read his highly entertaining paper 
entitled ** ®ttt iBtWWS/^ in which he imparted 
much curious nose lore, interesting to every one 
who knows a nose. Many celebrated nasal 
experts attended that meeting, and many cele- 
brated naval experts were attracted to the 
January Meeting to hear Brother Elgar, our 
Shipwright, whose paper on ** i&j^t90t ©Kl ani 
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iBt^to/^ gave a stimulus to patriotic interest in 
our navy, the source and defence of British 
supremacy and prosperity, and still the safe- 
guard of our continuance as a great and 
beneficent nation. 

In February, Brother Clarke, our Yeoman^ 
worthily followed, with his ^^ CttbOT WBiXitiX% 
on J^ttdiaitlrtS/^ in which he dealt very 
pleasantly with some of the agricultural litera- 
ture of that period, and, episodically, settled 
a question of disputed authorship almost as 
obscure as that of the Letters of Junius. 

It is proper here to mention, that at the 
June meeting our Librarian^ Brother Quaritch, 
exhibited a small collection of rare, curious, and 
out of the way books, which he aptly described

<ButiO0ttfe0/^ On these earlier odd volumes, 
our possible ancestors, he delivered a short 
discourse, designedly too desultory and chatty 
for reproduction as a book ; but he provided us 
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with a souvenir of the evening in the form of a 
dainty annotated catalogue of the works shown. 
And I have also to mention that in December, 
Brother Brodie-Innes, our learned Master of 
the Rolls^ read an abstruse disquisition on

to Brothers Hait^ and Wilfrid Ball, and to 

Messieurs Charles Green, Jacomb Hood, John 

FuUeylove, and Joseph Gr^o, and our former 
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Limner^ and, still, more than Half-Brother, Sir 
James Linton, P.R.I^ for the beautiful artistic 
designs which they have generously contributed. 
Our Gaudy Day entertainments must receive 
a passing glance. We had two soir^s. In 
December, Brother Quaritch's exhibition of 

^'SSi^%. anlK ffliPtapjfttc (Ryxxm^Xm of oU 

®OUHtti00t'' forced an ever memorable even- 
ing. Our Librarian^ on his mettle to sustain, 
^nd if possible increase the reputations of 
himself and the Sette, actually did so. One 
hundred and forty-eight MSS., Oriental and 
European, dating from 1500 years before Christ 
down to the isth century, attracted the notice 
of cultured London. And this great success he 
has embodied in a sumptuous and altogether 
admirable volume, dedicated, as I with no 
slight complacency reflect, to your now mori 
bund President and to the Sette, containing 
delicate facsimiles of some 22 of the rarer 
MSS., and his own discourse considerably 
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amplified. A copy of this book he has pre- 
sented to each Brother. A great and generous 
Librarian^ indeed ! 

Our second soiree, given in February, was in 
a lighter vein. It pleases us men to affect an 
intellectual superiority to our mere wives and 
daughters, and a kindly concession to their 
little weaknesses; but, between ourselves, the 
ladies crowded to see the Librarian's MSS. — 
or himself — ^while, for truth will out, we wise 
men, yea, our gravest and most reverend 
seigniors, flocked to enjoy Brother Brodie- 
Innes' gracefully rendered, witty Extravaganza, 
as eagerly as the giddiest girls, or giddier wives 
there. At this soir^ too, the Lord Mayor and 
Lady Mayoress, who had been prevented by 
his illness from attending the former one, were 
happily able to be present 

There remains yet one special entertainment 
to record, the dinner at the Mansion House 
on March i6th, henceforth our true Lord 
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Mayor's Day. This honour to the Sette was 
unique, unprecedented, nor likely soon to 
be repeated. The Right Honourable Geoige 
Robert Tyler, our good Brother and Stationer^ 
and Lord Mayor of the greatest city this world 
has ever known, acquitted himself right frater- 
nally, and showed the Sette that the proverbial 
hospitality of the City of London consists not 
in feasting the body only, but the mind also. 
In spreading out for our inspection the precious 
treasures of civic heirlooms he paid a delicate 
compliment to our reputed literary, aesthetic, 
and antiquarian tastes; and in this display of 
the relics and mementoes of a grand historic 
past we were regaled with an intellectual feast 
surpassing the profuse good fare of city ban- 
quets themselves. This choice symposium fitly 
crowned the sixteen years of genial good 
fellowship and uniform kindliness which had 
already endeared our Brother Tyler to every 
Odd Volume. 
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We have now only to inaugurate our in- 
coming Officers. These are Brother Elgar, the 
President, who is far above my loudest praise ; 
Brother Manning, the Vice-President, highly 
acceptable as such, but who will, we trust, soon 
sow his wild oats, discard Vice, and expand 
into a full-blown President ; Brother Bevah, the 
best of all good, possible Secretaries; and 
Brother Wilsey Martin, a perfect Master of 
Ceremonies, who, if he be not our Yeoman^ is 
at any rate our Yeoman Usher of the Black 
Rod with the Silver Top. 

Do your final duty, Mr. Master of the 
Ceremonies, and bring forward Brother Elgar, 
President to be. 






;NDER the presidency of Brother 
Hollingsworth, the Sette kept up its 
established reputation for hospitality. 
During the year 1893-94 we had seven meetings, 
at wliich visitors could be introduced, and at 
these about a hundred and seventy guests were 
entertained to dinner, most of whose names 
appear in the accompanying lists, as they duly 
entered them in the Visitors' Book, which some 
few other guests omitted to do. 

In addition to the above, about five hundred 
visitors were present at the Soirees given in 
December and February ; but as they, as well 
as the Members of the Sette, were invited by 
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his Oddship and Mrs. HoUingsworth, as their 
personal guests, they, with ourselves, illustrate 
the hospitality of the President and his vrife, 
rather than that of the Sette.

HE Sette of Odd Volumes shall consist 
of Twenty-one, this bemg the number 
of volumes of the Variorum Shakespeare 
of 182 1 ; but Supplemental O.V.'s to the 
number of Twenty-one may be elected, 
and incoiporated in the Sette as vacancies 
arise, 
a. The Sette of Odd Volumes shall meet on 
the first Friday in every month (unless 
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the day be previously altered by the 
President and CounciUons) save in those 
months in which no meetings shall be 
held. 

3. 7'he place and time of Meeting shall be 

fixed by the President and Councillors. 
Seven days' notice thereof shail be sent 
by the Secretary to each Odd Volume. 

4. Candidates for Election into the Sette of 

Odd Volumes shall have previously 
dined at least twice with the Sette. 
Each Candidate shall be in due form 
proposed and seconded at one of the 
regular Meetings, and his name and 
qualification shall be then entered in 
the Candidates' Book. 

5. The Election of Odd Volumes shall be by 

Ballot A Ballot for the Section of a 
new O. V. shall take place at tiie time 
and in die manner prescribed by the 
By-laws of the Sette. 
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6. Each Odd Volume on his admission shall 

receive a Badge and a Certificate, and 
shall pay Three Odd Pounds and Three 
Odd Shillings. The Annual Subscription 
to be One Odd Poimd and Twenty-one 
Odd Shillings. 

7. Every new Odd Volume shall be expected, 

within a reasonable period of the date 
of his admission, to make a literary, 
scientific, or artistic contribution to the 
Sette. 

8. Every Odd Volume shall have the privilege 

of bringing Guests to six of the Monthly 
Meetings of the Sette to be fixed by 
the President, and such guests shall be 
introduced to the President and the 
Sette by the Master of Ceremonies. 
Each Monthly Meeting shall pay its own 
expenses, and the first toast at every 
Meeting shall be the National expression 
of loyalty, " Her Majesty the Queen." 
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9. Any Odd Volume losing his temper, and 
failing to recover it, shall be fined by 
the President the sum of five shillings. 

10. Discussions about Anthropology, Religion, 

and Politics, shall be put down by the 
President. 

11. Any O. V. giving to another O. V. unasked 

advice shall be fined five shillings. 

12. Annual Subscriptions shall be due on the 

First of April, and shall extend to the 
end of March of the following year. 
Subscriptions of new Odd Volumes shal 
be due for the current year on the day 
of Election. • The Election of Office- 
Bearers shall be effected at the Annual 
Business Meeting. 

13. Any Odd Volume leaving his Annual Sub- 

scription unpaid for three months, and 

failing to pay the same upon one month^s 

* . notice, or failing to attend three dinners 

at least during the Odd Volume year, 
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without having within one month after 
notice of such failiure satisfied the Coun- 
cillors that he has reasonable cause for 
such failure, shall cease to be a Member 
of the Sette. Any Member and any 
Office-Bearer desiring to resign shall 
place his resignation in the hands of 
the President, to be by him laid before 
the Sette at the next Meeting, and to 
be dealt with by them as they shall 
think fit 

14. No Odd Volume shall be elected President 

for two consecutive years. Ex-Presidents 
shall form a Sette of Odd Councillors, 
together with the President, Vice-Presi- 
dent, and Secretary, as ex-officio Members 
of the Council, and one other Member 
to be annually elected from the Sette. 

15. The Election of President and Vice-Presi- 

dent shall be by Ballot, and immediately

16. There shall be no Rule 16. 

17. On any point of accepted O. V. Ritual or

" Imprimatur" of such Publication Com- 
mittee shall be printed on the back 
of the title-page of every Opusculum 
authorized by them. 

4. The Ofuscula shall be issued as hitherto, in 

the present form, but the Publication 
Committee shall be empowered in ex- 
ceptional cases to sanction the issue of 
an Opusculum in any other form. 

5. The Opuscula shall be printed by the Typo- 

grapher to the Sette, and in such type as 
may be decided upon by the Publication 
Comtnittee, subject to the following rules 
being observed : 
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(a) The issue as one of the Opuscula 
of the Sette shall be, and shall be 
expressed to be, a private issue 
not for sale. 

{b) It shall consist of not more than 
133 copies (unless the President 
and Odd Councillors shall other- 
wise decide), each numbered and 
signed by the Author or Editor, 
or, in case of the Opusculum being 
presented by some other Member 
of the Sette, by the Donor; it 
being contemplated that an Opus- 
culum may be presented by a 
Member who has not read or 
produced it. 

(c) Each Member of the Sette shall 
be entitled to receive two copies 
of each Opusculum^ thirteen copies 
shall be presented to the Archives. 
The remainder of the copies will 
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remain the property of the Donor 
of the Opusculum. 

(d) No copy of any of the Opuscula 
of the Sette issued after this date 
shall be sold by any Member of 
the Sette. 

(e) The Keeper of the Archives who 
hands proceeds to Treasurer shall 
at any time, with the consent of 
the Publication Committee, sell to 
any new Member applying for a 
copy, any of the Opuscula of the 
Sette which may for the time being, 
be in the Archives, at such price 
as the Treasurer and the Publica- 
tion Committee may fix, provided 
always that no copy of any of the 
Opuscula of the Sette be sold to 
anybody but a Member, who shall 
state that he had no other copy, 
and that no Opusculum shall be

sold unless there are more than 
two copies of it in the Archives. 

6. The presentation of a Paper and its issue
